SOME PEOPLE ASK ME, “WHO EDITS 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD when you 
are away?” Well, I am away from 
home most of the time, and yet 
I continually carry on the editor- 
ial work.

it were in question, a decisive an- 
swer would be afforded by the 
wording of the circular letter sent 
from the first church council to 
the daughter churches, which were 
awaiting guidance. 

The Epistle begins with the 
august and significant words: “It 
seemed good to the Holy Spirit 
and to us.” The obvious interpre- 
tation of such an inscription is the 
equal personality of the Holy 
Spirit with that of the assembled 
leaders of the church. He came to 
act as the executor of the God- 
head, the conservator of the truth, 
the Lord and giver of life. The Day 
of Pentecost has been described as, 
in a sense, His birthday — dies 
natalis! His mission was to con- 
stitute the Church, as the Body 
of Christ, to rule and guide it, to 
add to it those who were being 
saved, and to reveal to them things 
which eye hath not seen, nor ear 
heard, nor the heart of man con- 
ceived, but which are made known 
to the Spirit-led. 

I have sometimes wondered 
whether the good Barnabas may 
not have crossed from his estate 
in the neighboring isle of Cyprus, 
to spend a few day with his sister 
whose house had, not improbably, 
been the scene of the Last Supper, 
held in one of its upper rooms. 
Hissister, Mary, at the dawn of 
the Day of Pentecost, would be 
early away from the home to the 
gathering of the disciples. Her 
brother and his nephew, Mark, 
might have been taking their early 
meal together, at which Rhoda was 
serving them, when suddenly a 
startling sound burst on their ears. 

Hastening from the house they 
ran out into the street, supposing 
that a terrific whirlwind had swept 
down upon the city. But to their 
surprise not a single leaf was

We have all heard of what is 


popularly called the five points | : 


of Calvinism. The first of these 
is the total depravity of man. God 
says that man’s “heart is deceit- 
ful above all things, and desper- 
ately wicked: who can know it?” 
(Jer. 17:9.) These 400 years since 
Calvin have confirmed this, and 
particularly our generation illu- 
strates it. Men speak of the prob- 
lem of the A-bomb. Men rightfully 
fear the ravages of atomic war- 
fare, but the problem is not the 
bomb, never has been the bomb. 
The problem is the man whose 
hands have made it. In the pro- 
posals for the control of atomic 
weapons the one factor beyond 
control and which the world fears 
is the treachery and deceit of men, 
and this has to do with man’s de- 
praved nature. We witness an ap- 
palling spectacle: while the United 
Nations is engaged in war, a po- 
lice action against the commun- 
ists in North Korea, the represen- 
tative of the communists them- 
selves presides over the United 
Nations. A distracted, disillusioned 
world cries out for relief and 
peace. 

Paul the apostle describes the 
depravity of man in writing to the 
Christians in Ephesus: “And you

quivering, not a tree was swaying. 
The sound had been that of a vio- 
lent blast of wind; but clearly 
this was not the explanation. 

We may, therefore, imagine the 
two men joining with the crowds 
as they streamed up the temple 
steps under the impression that 
the mysterious sound was in some 
way, associated with a _ divine 
epiphany. On reaching the temple 
court they found it crowded with 
a vast assemblage of at least three 
thousand people, Jews and pro- 
selytes, residents in Jerusalem, and 
visitors gathered from every quar- 
ter of the Empire. Here and there 
were little groups, each eagerly 
listening to a discourse in their 
own language, emanating from lips 
that seemed touched with a coal of 
fire! Finally, however, these 
smallef circles became merged in 
one great audience, awaiting an 
authoritative explanation from the 
leader of the inner group, whose 
faces were illumined by a light 
that never shone on sea or shore. 

May we not suppose that Barn- 
abas would seek an explanation of 
this astonishing scene from a by- 
stander, who might answer in some 
such words as these: “Clearly you 
are a stranger in the city, or you 
would not need to ask that ques- 
tion. This scene is closely related 
with the history of a wonderful 
movement, which for the last three 
years has engrossed the attention 
of the entire country. Of this 
movement one known as Jesus of 
Nazareth has been the central 
figure. The eminent purity of His 
character was combined with an 
extraordinary wealth of miracu- 
lous power, and He had become 
the idol of the people, especially 
in the northern districts of this 
country. Finally, He excited the 
jealousy of the priestly order 
who, seven weeks ago, got the 
Roman authorities to crucify Him. 
But the extraordinary fact is that, 
to many of us, He has given cer- 
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tain evidence that He arose from 
His grave and is still ministering 
to the needs of men. He promised 
that He would take steps to enable 
us to carry on the work which He 
commenced, but if you will listen 
to yonder. speaker, you will. learn 
all the facts at first-hand.”

When God warns a man, we 
ought to warn him also. Souls are 
not going to be saved without 
human help. God has limited Him- 
self to saving people through the 
gospel which must be spread by 
human means. 

Even the Angel Gabriel could 
not tell Cornelius and his house- 
hold how to be saved in Acts, 
Chapter 10. 

The Apostle Paul lived in con- 
stant concern lest the blood of 
some poor soul, unwarned, should 
be held against him. After three 
years’ ministry in Ephesus, Paul 
said to the elders of the church 
of that city, “Wherefore I take 
you to record this day, that I am 
pure from the blood of all men” 
(Acts 20:26). Paul had gone night 
and day with tears, both publicly 
and from house to house declaring 
all the gospel. If anybody from 
Ephesus went to Hell, he could not 
blame the Apostle Paul! 

This same idea, that we are ac- 
countable to God for the souls 
about us, is inherent in the Great 
Commission.

What Was “This”? 

For ten days the one hundred 
and twenty loyal souls had been 
awaiting the gift of spiritual 
power which their Lord had prom- 
ised. Each day as it passed witnes- 
sed the same absorbed expectancy. 
“Not many days,” the Lord had 
said, and therefore any day might 
be the one on which His gift might 
be poured forth. For the world’s 
sake, and for their own, they had 
continued to claim the fulfillment 
of the promise and to rid them- 
selves of every conceivable ob- 
stacle to its reception. It would 
appear that on this special day 
when, in the temple, the priest 
presented the first loaves of the 
new harvest to the Almighty, they 
had risen from their knees and 
were sitting in an expectant at- 
titude. Then suddenly they saw 
tongue-like flames distributing 
themselves, one resting on the 
head of each, and they were all 
similarly anointed and filled with 
the Holy Spirit. The same ex- 
perience befell them as had befal- 
len their Divine Leader when He 
was baptized. That had been His 
Pentecost, as this became their 
Baptism. Each looked at the rest, 
admiring their halos of fire, not 
daring to suppose that he or she 
was also similarly blessed. From 
the beginning the Holy Spirit had 
brooded over the chaos of the 
elements and the ordering of 
human society; but, now, for the 
first time, as we have seen, He 
created the nucleus of the Body 
of Christ and laid the foundation 
of the one holy mystical Church! 
This was according to Christ’s 
word: “I will build my Church, 
and the gates of Hades shall not 
prevail against it.” 


“That” 

“That” on the other ‘thand, was 
the prediction of the Prophet Joel, 
who foretold that the hour would 
come when men-servants and 
maid-servants would break forth 
into prophecy; and that amid the 
convulsions of nature and the fall 
of empires, vast numbers would 
call on the name of the Lord, and 
crowd through the gates of sal- 
vation. Peter, in the scene before 
him, perceived and declared the 
actual fulfillment of that ancient 
prophecy. 

If Barnabas were there that day, 
he must have been deeply moved. 
The name, “Son of consolation,” 
by which he was afterwards known, 
suggests his highly-strung and ten- 
der nature; and he must have been 
very sensitive to the warm waters 
of love which seemed to be let 
loose over that. spell-bound as- 
sembly. He had never experienced 
the like of it before. Here was the 
comfort in Christ, that fellow- 
ship of the Spirit, those tender 
mercies and compassion of which 
he was so often to hear from the 
lips of his old comrade, Paul, in 
the university of Tarsus, as in 
after years they travelled together 
in the power of the same Spirit. 
His descent on the infant church 
was being accomplished before his 
eyes. 

Thus was fulfilled the Saviour’s 
promise that they should receive 
power—the power of the Holy 
Spirit coming upon them. 


“This’”’ Is Not “That” 

But we sorrowfully confess to- 
day that “This” is not “that.” The 
professing Church as we know it 
is far removed from her Pentecost- 
al prototype. “That” was united; 
“This” is divided into an infinite 
number of sects. “That” was full 
of triumphant joy; whilst “This” 
get choirs and choristers to sing 
for her. “That” made little of 
material wealth; “This” pays 
court to it. “That” was character- 
ized by simplicity of method, as 
each member said to neighbor and 
brother, “Know the Lord’; whilst 
“This” substitutes paid agents to 
perform the work of evangeliza- 
tion and soul winning. “That” was 
a commonwealth of mutual help- 
fulness; in “This,’ class distinc- 
tions are permitted and observed. 
contrast between 
“That” and “This” could be ad- 
duced than between the brief 
sentences which describe the 
Church’s infancy, when the Lord 
added to her daily those who were 
being saved, and the endeavor of 
modern Christian communities to

ritual, or popular orations on the 
topics of the day, or adventitious 
attractions which savor of the 
dancing academy or the club. 


When at Colombo I read an]. 
extract from a Buddhist paper in|}, 


which a correspondent cited such 
things as “the ruses,” adopted in 
a Christian country to induce 
people to attend church. There 
are vast numbers of. significant 
exceptions, where buildings are 
crowded and the gospel is still 
proved to be the power of God 


to salvation; but speaking general-| 


ly, with the facts of church de- 
cline before us, we are sorrowfully 
compelled to confess that “This” is 
not “That.” 


“This” Might Be “That” 
The apostle did not say that Joel’s 
prophecy was fulfilled. He clearly 
realized that the scene before him 
was only the first installment to- 
wards its fulfillment. The gift of 
the Holy Spirit has never been 
withdrawn; and indeed miracles 
are happening today in the hearts 
of sinners which are as wonder- 
ful as anything that has ever taken 
place in the history of the Church. 
The river of God flows on in its 
glorious fulness, though the pro- 
fessing Church has removed from 
its. banks and is creating a new 
settlement on the edge of a desert. 


How disastrous is this experiment! 


It is very bitter to state the matter 
thus: very bitter to draw a -dis- 
tinction between the professing 
church and the hidden church; 
very bitter to suggest that any 
amongst us’ are forsaking’ the 
fountain of living waters for cist- 
erns that can hold none! Yet an 
instant alteration might be effect- 
leaders of the 
churches, both ministers and lay- 
men, and indeed the membership 
as a whole, would turn once more 
to those stores of blessing which 
await us in “the residue of the 
spirit’! 

The following notable instances 
encourage the faith that God’s arm 
is not shortened that He cannot 
save, nor His ear heavy that He 
connot hear. 

One Saturday afternoon, Christ- 
mas Evans, the famous Welsh 
preacher, was ascending Gader 
Idris on his way to a preaching 
engagement on the following day. 
He recordsthat hewas suddenly 
“convicted of a cold heart,” and as 
the road was lonely he tethered his 
horse, went some distance apart, 
and cast himself before God in 
an agony of self-despair. He con- 
fessed his own sins and those of 
the churches under his care. The 
fountains of the deeps within were 
broken up. His tears came thick 
and fast, followed by a baptism of 
love and power which affected the 
whole of his subsequent ministry, 
and led to a revival of religion 
throughout the principality. 

The Rev. C. M. Birrell of Liver- 
pool, who was a fellow student 
with Murray McCheyne, the Bon- 
ars, and W. C. Burns, once told 
me of a conversation which, when 
a young man, had passed between 
himself and the mother of W. C. 
Burns, in which she gave him the 
key to the great revival which 
touched the whole of Scotland. 
When she went to her son’s room 
in the early morning to call him to 
his breakfast, she found him lying 
on the floor where he had been 
all night, detained by the Spirit 
of God and oblivious to the flight 
of time. “Mother,” he said, “God 
has given me Kilsyth today.” Yes, 
and not only Kilsyth, with one 
hundred saved that afternoon 
but Scotland and then Inland 
China, where he and Hudson 
Taylor wrought together. 

Sitting with D. L. Moody in the 
porch of his home in Northfield 
one Sunday morning, he gave me 
the following experience. Shortly 
after his conversion, he took the 
big Market Hall in Chicago and 
gathered a vast crowd of hearers 
for his Sunday evening service, but 
with comparatively small results. 
A group of Christian women used 
to occupy the front seats, and as 
he descended from tthe platform 
they would say something to this 
effect: “Very good, Mr. Moody, 
very good; but there is something 
better, and we are praying for 
you.”” He often questioned what

On the following Sunday 
evenings, the Spirit of God moved 
his audiences with such mighty 
power that the women who had 
prayed for him, with tears and 
smiles, said: ‘“‘Ah, Mr. Moody, you 
have got it now!”’ That was the be- 
ginning of a ministry in the power 
of the Holy Spirit, which was des- 


tined to affect the world. 

But, perhaps, the outstanding 
incident of all is that recorded of 
John Wesley on his return from 
his residence in America, which 
had not been marked by any out- 
standing features. He met Peter 
Bohler, a Moravian, at a religious 
gathering in Aldersgate Street, 
London, and afterwards accom- 
panied him to Herrnhut, where, 
on the invitation of Count Zin- 
zendorf, the consecrated and mis- 
sionary-hearted Moravian Church 
had found its home. It was there 
that he entered on the experience 
of Pentecost, and on his return to 
London, invited the Aldersgate 
group to meet him one afternoon 
at the Moravian Church in Fetter 
Lane. At that memorable meeting, 
in addition to himself, were his 
brother Charles, Whitefield, and 
others whose names were destined 
to shine as stars. After they had 
continued for two hours in fellow- 
ship and prayer, they became con-. 
scious of the mystic presence of 
the Holy Spirit, and fell on their

You cannot neglect the reading 
of God’s Word and expect to grow 
in grace and have God’s smile of 
blessing. You cannot neglect to 
attend worship services and have 
God’s approval. 

On the last night in a revival 
meeting a man stood in a tes- 
timony meeting and said he want- 
ed to make a confession. He told

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how he had heard over the radio 
the day before that a preacher 
was going to preach on Sunday 
morning from a text that all other 
preachers missed. He purposely 
missed his own church to hear that 
sermon. He said the reception that 
morning was poor and he drew his 
chair up right in front of the radio 
and sat there ready to get the 
sermon. The first words of the 
preacher were: “What are you do- 
ing there? You ought to be 
ashamed of yourself; if you are 
able to go you ought to be in 
your church. You have no business 
staying home and listening to the 
radio if you are able to go.’ The 
man said it almost knocked him 
off his chair, and I said, “Praise 
the Lord!’ God’s will is that you 
attend church services. If you neg- 
lect to do it you are sinning 
against.God and are disobeying 
His Word. 

“Not forsaking the assembling of 
ourselves together, as the manner 
of some is” (Heb. 10:25). 

You cannot neglect to tithe and 
receive the blessing that God gives 
to ali who obey Him. 

You cannot neglect soul-winning 
opportunities and be a soul winner 
and win a soul winner’s crown. 

You parents cannot neglect your 
children and expect them to do 
right when they are grown. Today 
we have a high divorce rate and 
it has come because parents have 
neglected to teach their children 
the sacredness of marriage. The 
marriage vow of “until death do 
us part” is taken with reservation. 
The lack of a family altar has been 
the cause of many, many broken 
homes, Some of you say you don’t 


pray at a family altar. You don’t 
have time to read Bible stories to 
your children. You don’t have~time 
to attend Church and Sunday 
school. You don’t have time to read 
wholesome Christian literature and 
make it available for your child- 
ren. You may not have time to- 
day but some day you may have 
time to grieve your heart out be- 
cause of the waywardness of your 
son or daughter. If you want your 
children to turn out right you had 
better bring them up right. It is 
important that your children be 
sent to Sunday school and church, 
but it is more important that you 
go with them. 

Judge Sam Davis Tatum of the 
Juvenile Domestic Relations Court 
of Nashville, Tennessee, writes: 
“The Juvenile Court over which I 
preside has jurisdiction over child- 
ren under seventeen years of age, 
who have violated the law. Since 
June 1, 1939, I have tried approx- 


ber only twenty-nine have a reg- 
ular Sunday school or church re- 
cord.” Then he adds this significant 
sentence: “So far, I have not had 
a child in Juvenile Court whose 
father or mother attended either 
Sunday school or church regular- 
ahs 

The terrible wave of young crim- 
inals is the direct result of shame- 
ful, sinful neglect on the part of 
their parents. The effective means 
of combating juvenile delinquency 
is by erecting family altars in the 
homes. Make up your mind now 
that you will take time to live for 
God and train your children in the 
way they ought to go. Many times 
when it is too late the sorrowful 
memory of neglect burns like a 
coal of fire. To avoid that sorrow- 
ful memory start now to be an 
example in the home for good and 
for God. 

Too many homes are as some- 
one has said, “Lunch counters with 
sleeping quarters attached.” God 
planned and intended the home to 
be a place where people would live 
together in peace and harmony. 
Say, what kind of impression do 
your children get from your home 
life? 

I heard Rev. O. R. Shields of St. 
Louis tell over the radio of a 
mother who came home to find her 
son and daughter having a hard 
fuss. It looked as though they 
would come to blows immediately. 

“Here, here,” said the mother. 
“What in the world are you two 
quarreling so about? Stop it right 
now!”’ 

“Oh, Mommie,” said the little 
girl; “we aren’t really fussing. We 
are just playing that we are mar- 


Oh, neglect, neglect—the awful 
toll it takes! Ruined lives, blasted 
characters, blighted careers, lost 
souls drifting swiftly to Hell, all 
because of this terrible, terrible 
sin! It is a sin committed without 
conscious effort. You do not have 
to blaspheme God to be finally 
lost. You do not have to shake 
your puny fist in the face of the 
holy and Almighty God to be 
eternally lost. Just go on down the 
hurrying stream, floating and drift- 
ing with the current, neglecting 
your soul’s salvation, and you will 
be lost forever! 

The neglect of your soul is so 
unreasonable. It certainly cannot 
be reasonable for a human being 
to neglect the God who made him. 
I owe my Maker certain inescap- 
able obligations. It is not reason- 
able for me to neglect them. God 
made me to glorify Him. If I neg- 
lect my soul’s salvation, then God 
gets no glory from me and I have 
failed in my obligation. 

Someone says: “But I intend 
to be saved some time, before it 
is too late.” Yes,’ I know; but 
tomorrow may be too late. Good 
intentions will not. gather up 
spilled milk. Good intentions will 
not counteract poisons. 

“One time a brave little wife 
waited for weeks upon weeks upon 
her sick huband. She would be 
awakened by the clock in the night 
to get up and give him his medi- 
cine. At last she was worn almost 
to desperation, and scarcely knew 
what she did, as she got up hour 
after hour to give him the medi- 
cine. At last, the hour came when, 
half awake, she reached up for 
the vial and poured out the medi- 
cine, and put it to his mouth and 
no sooner had he swallowed it 
then he made an outcry to her: 
“Oh, Mary dear, you have killed 
your John’ You have given the 
wrong medicine.’ And then as he 
saw her agony he said: “Oh, I 
know, dear, that you did not mean 
to do it, but this is all. I am fin- 
ished.” And he was finished be- 
for another hour passed. 

Suppose we put on an asbestos 
suit and take an asbestos notebook 
and take a trip to Hell. Let us 
interview the inhabitants. I believe 
almost without exception everyone 
of them would tell us that they 
intended to be saved, but waited 
too long. Neglect is the main 
traveled road to Hell! 


Ill — “How shall we escape?” 

There are several things I want 
you to notice which you cannot 
escape if you neglect your soul’s 
salvation. 

First of all, you cannot escape 
a wasted life. It could be possible 
that you would live all your life 
and then be saved on your’ death- 
bed in your dying hours. Your soul 
would be saved, but your whole 
life would be wasted. 

During a tent revival in Padu- 
cah, Kentucky, some years ago, 
the Lord gloriously and marvel- 
ously saved an old man the day 
before his 77th birthday. What a 
joy to hear that man stand and 
testify, but what sorrow as he 
told me of his four grown sons 
who would not listen to the Gospel. 
Oh, how that man regretted his 
wasted life! A life with God left 
out is a failure, itis a mirage. 

Dr. Geo. W. Truett tells in his 
book, A Quest for Souls, how Na- 
poleon started across the desert 
on one of his long marches. The 
hot sun beat down on the hot sand, 
and the light and the heat reflect- 
ed, made the men pant for water 
as they marched across that ter- 
rible desert. In their fierce thirst 
they looked everywhere for water, 
but the wells were dry and no 
water could be found. Then they 
looked out a little distance ahead 
and saw a beautiful lake of water, 
they lifted up a shout of joy and 
started in a run toward the water, 
but as they ran the lake ran. As 
they got nearer, the lake receded 
and got further away. It was not 
a lake at all. It was a mirage in 
the desert. It was a cheat. It was 
a delusion. Listen, my neighbor, 
traveling to an endless eternity, a 
human life without God is but a 
mirage in the desert: What an aw- 
ful expression is this: “Having no 
hope,, and without God in the 
world” (Eph. 2:12). 

Every father and mother, if for 
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When God warns a man, 
ought to warn him also.

- Second, you cannot escape the 
wages of sin if you neglect sal- 
vation. 

“Though hand join in hand, the 
wicked shall not be unpunished” 
(Prov. 11:.21). 

“Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap” 
(Gal. 6:7). 

You cannot sin and get by. You 
cannot laugh at God and get 
away with it. The law of the har- 
vest will not change. The results 
of sin in this life are: broken 
homes, broken health, prodigal 
children, lost friendships, bleeding 
and broken hearts—these are the 
natural fruits of sinful sowing. 
Sin will leave a horrible slimy trail 
in your life! You cannot escape it; 
payday will come some day. 

Third, you cannot escape a sin- 
hardened heart. 

“My spirit shall not always 
strive with man” (Gen. 6:3). You 
cannot hear the Gospel preached, 
neglect to accept its invitation 
without your heart being -harden- 
ed. The deadly danger of procrast- 
ination is that it results in a hard- 
ened heart. Neglect sears and 
deadens the conscience. Neglect 
puts out the warning lantern at 
the cross-roads. Neglect dulls the 
ears to the call of God. After 
the Gospel is heard again and 
again and there is no response, 
it becomes commonplace. Every 
time you turn God down your 
heart becomes colder and harder. 
Remember, the same _ sun that 
melts the ice hardens the clay. 

Fourth, you cannot escape an 
eternal Hell if you neglect. God 
will finally let you go to Hell if 
you insist on refusing His  in- 
vitation. He will not allow you to 
scorn His Son, trample His blood 
under foot, resist His Spirit and 
let you enter Heaven. No, you 
cannot miss Hell if you neglect 
salvation. It is up to you. What 
are you going to do about it? 

Every living person is slowly 
but. surely moving toward an in- 
evitable moment when the curtain 
will fall on life’s stage, never to 
be raised. Then life’s drama ends 
and the scene changes from the 
uncertainties and follies of life to 
the realities of eternity. When 
that last moment comes it will be 
too late in most cases to get right 
with God. 

When the awful crash comes in 
the railroad accident and you are 
caught and crushed beneath a 
mass Of steel, it will be too late. 
When the mountain suddenly 
looms and the airship and you 
are hurled to the rocks and your 
brains spatter out, it will be too 
late. When your car fails to make 
a turn and you plunge through 
guard rails and over a high bank 
and your life is snuffed out, it will 
be too late. When the last agoniz- 
ing pain shoots through your heart, 
you catch your breath and fall 
back on your pillow, it will be too 
late. When the steel fetters of 
death begin to tighten and all 
your poor, befuddled, beclouded 
brain will be able to discern is 
the muffled sobs of your loved 
ones as they gather around in the 
agony of the last sad parting, it 
will be too late. 

Then perhaps a white faced 
mother will bow in the silent 
chamber of death over your mo- 
tionless form, and moan, “O God, 
is my boy safe?” 

Perhaps a sweet, tender, broken-

We believe, 
and therefore speak. The Bible is 
either what it claims to be or it 
is the supreme hoax of history. It 
has stood the test of centuries. It 
carries the credentials of Heaven: 
Its unity, its prophecies, its united 
witness to the blood of the Lamb, 
and its power in the life of the 
church bear witness to its nature. 
History, archeology, true science, 
sound scholarship verify the state- 
ments of holy Writ. It is our ‘“on- 
ly infallible rule of faith and prac- 
tice.” We do not worship 'the Book. 
God forbid! It tells us to worship 
only God, and it directs us how 
We may ‘glorify and: enjoy Him 
forever. But we do cherish it, hon- 
or it, love it, and defend it. It can- 
not be separated from the faith. 
There can be no Christianity with- 
out it. 

We have not come to Geneva to 
set aside a section of this Con- 
gress to meet in secret session 
where men should formulate “a 
word of God” for our day, Such 
would be a presumption, for our 
God has so clearly spoken. For 
men with varying ideas of what 
the message of the church should 
be to compile a single paper by 
means of concessions and com- 
promises among themselves in the 
interest of an outward unity and 
to offer this as the message of 
Christ is nothing short of blas- 
phemy. A message formulated by 
such compromise cannot appeal to 
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the minds of thoughtful men, for 
truth is not composed by com- 
promises, 

There is no such thing as a con- 
tinuing revelation of God in the 
so-called modern church, but “if 
they speak not according to this 
word, it is because there is -no 
light in them” (Isa, 8:20). The 
only standard of judgment for us 
and in the light of which all con- 
troversies must be decided is the 
Holy Spirit speaking through the 
Scriptures. This is Protestantism 


and power. 


Christ cannot be separated from 
the Scriptures. “They are they 
which testify of me,” He insisted. 
We have believed the record God 

» has given concerning His Son. 
This record presents only one 
Christ. We are all here because 
We are agreed as to Him—whose 
Son He is, His birth of the virgin 
Mary, His sinless life, His vicar- 
ious, expiatory death on the cross 
in our room and stead, His physi- 
cal, bodily resurrection from the 
dead on the third day, His ascen- 
sion to the right ‘hand of God, and 
His visible, personal return to this 
earth, for which we watch. This 
is the Christ who, Paul said, 
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“loved me, and gave himself for 
me,” 

But if the record is in error and 
untrue, the Christ it offers is a 
perversion, a pagan Jesus, and 
every man may construct his own 
savior. The attack in the name of 
Higher Criticism and learning up- 
on the trustworthiness and iner- 
rancy of the Scriptures, which has 
been so successful in many church- 
es in our generation, is in fact an 
attack upon our Christ, the great 
Head and King of the Church. 

The attempt to use the name 
“Jesus Christ” as a cover for all 
the various views and opinions of 
men concerning Him which have 
been produced by the minds of 
men as a result-of the discredit- 
ing of the Scriptures amounts to 
nothing more than a deceitful de- 
vice to front a false unity. “There 
is only one Redeemer of God’s 
elect.” He leads and speaks to 
His church by the Scriptures. 

The same must be said about 
the use of the word “Gospel” to- 
day. Paul said that, if an angel 
from Heaven preached any other 
Gospel, an anathema was to be 
pronounced upon him, But to use 
the term, as is done, as a cover 
for various messages which are 
not the Gospel of Christ at all is 
a device of Satan to confuse and 
cripple the cause of Jesus Christ. 

Our movement, born of God’s 
Spirit, finds its unity in only one 
Gospel, only one Christ, only one 
Bible. There is not one Christ for 
another formulation of 
Christ for China, and still another 
expression of this illusive person 
for the West. The terms on which 
God deals with man and his sins, 
the offer of forgiveness and eter- 
nal life are. the same to every 
man born of woman: “Whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved.” It is out of 
every kindred and people and 
tongue that God is calling a people 
for His name’s sake who shall 
praise the Lamb which was slain. 
In this, our stand, the Interna- 
tional. Council of Christian 
Churches ‘has behind it the great 
confessions of the evangelical 
churches and the heritage of 2,000 
years of church history. We are 
here for the Word of God.

The beloved disciple added to his 
reason for being in exile, “and 
for the testimony of Jesus Christ.” 
Those who believe God’s Word 
must raise a testimony to the 
eternal Son of God. The whole of 
life is involved. We are not our 
own. We have been bought with 
a price. 

God has ordained, as revealed in 
the Scriptures, that the church, 
the visible church on earth, should 
testify to Jesus Christ. The mes- 
sage, the nature, the disciplines 
of the church are given in His 
Word. The church must declare 
and minister the Word of God. 
The church has only one message 
to preach, only one! Her loyalty 
to her Lord is involved in her 
faithfulness to this one message. 
Her apostasy may be judged by 
her failure to honor only the one 
message. When she permits one 
minister in her fold to preach a 
false gospel; she is responsible and 
is in sin. When she makes com- 
mon cause and joins in co-opera- 
tive effort with those who com- 
promise and disobey the Gospel, 
she aids and abets the destruction 
of the truth. The eternal estate 
of human souls is involved. “There 
is none other name under heaven 
given among men, whereby we 
must be saved,’ save the name 
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of Jesus Christ. 

The church is the Kingdom of 
God. The church is at war with 
the hosts of Satan, “for we wres- 
tle not against flesh and blood, 
but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world, against 
spiritual wickedness in high plac- 
es.” The church must be militant 
and valiant for her Lord. She has 
a battle cry and should be “ter- 
rible as an army with banners.” 
We are united in this concept of 
the church, her purity and her 
passion. 

When, however, God’s Word is 
discredited as errant and unre- 
liable, and other gospels are pre- 
sented within the fold of the 
church, the church ‘has/fallen into 
shame before ‘her Lord. When, as 
is the case today in some church- 
es, the enemies of the Gospel have 
been accepted and honored in their 
pulpits and councils, these church- 
es ‘have abandoned their God-given 
mission to present the true Gos- 
pel. The purity of the Gospel and 
its corollary, the purity of the 
church, is the issue. The church in 
certain places has become inclu- 
sive of many christs and of dif- 
ferent gospels. It becomes an in- 
clusive church! In such a condi- 
tion even the world is confused by 
her confusion, and the blind lead- 
ers of the blind are all headed for 
the ditch. 


The disastrous effects of the in- 
clusive church can be seen in the 
attitude of clergy within the 
churches toward communism in 
this hour of strife. The United 
States Congress has a committee 
which issued a paper entitled, 
“Communism and Religion,” in 
which it names Protestant clergy- 
men who are aiding the commun- 
ist cause. The Church of England 


I believe, has no rightful place 
in a church bearing the name of 
Jesus Christ. When in Indonesia 
last January, IT found a religious 
paper with an article for young 
people written by a teacher in the 
Union Theological School of Ba- 
tavia in which he said to the 
youth: “Our place is in the com- 
munist army.” One of the six 
presidents of the World Council 
of Churches, dean of the School 
of Religion of Yenching Universi- 
ty, Peking, China, welcomed the 
communist armies as liberators 
and wrote on “Days of Rejoicing 
in China.” He called for fellow 
traveler missionaries, and in an- 
other article has declared that a 
Christian may be a communist in 
China. He himself has accepted a 
position on the People’s Political 
Consultative Council established 
by the Red regime to help set up 
the new democracy. Since reach- 
ing Geneva We have received from 
China a manifesto of church lead- 
ers supporting the World Peace 
Conference recently held in Mos- 
cow, and this same World Coun- 
cil president signed the manifesto 
supporting the Russian peace of- 
fensive. Other prominent leaders 
of the World Council are telling 
us that we must accept the half- 
truth of communism. Marx and 
Christ have nothing in common. 
But all this has come about in 
the church because of the inclu- 
sive church. 


This inclusivism involves the 


|false gospels which destroy the 


souls of men forever, The largest 
Protestant church in my land has 
so honored other gospels that its 
official Sunday school literature 
has now told its youth that “we 
should shake ourselves loose from 
mystical, theological, sentimental 
notions that come out of the easy 
acceptance of the death of Christ 
as the guaranty of our own sal- 
vation without effort on our part.” 
In the same paragraph we are 
“Jesus paid the cost of his 
salvation on the cross.” In truth, 
Jesus paid the cost of our salva- 
tion: “By grace are ye saved 


through faith; and that not of 


~~ 
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yourselves: it is the gift of God: 
not of works, lest any man should 
boast” (Eph. 2:89). It is this 
church that thas furnished the 
president of the World Council 
of Churches for the Western Hem- 
isphere. 

The inclusive church first tol- 
erates unbelief and other mes- 
sages; then it begins to promote 
them; finally, it proceeds to at- 
tack the true Gospel which calls 
for loyalty to the one message. 
In the light of the Bible we can- 
not accept this inclusive church, 
and we do not see how God’s peo- 
ple can be a part of it, promote 
it, or help build it, 

It is this inclusive church that 
explains the possibility and dream 
of the modern ecumenical move- 
ment. Since it is possible for one 
denomination to include all the 
varying ideas and opinions, it is 
also possible for one organized 
world church to do the same thing. 
So the unitarian Quakers, the 
trinitarian evangelicals, the pro- 
communist Methodists, the anti- 
catholic Baptists, the Greek Or- 
thodox with their mariolatry, and 
the ‘high Church of England with 
its mass may, with patience and 
time, come together in the name 
of unity into one visible church 
on the earth. Accept the inclu- 
sive church, and all these con- 
flicting ideas can exist. side by 
side in the one great ecumenical 
church. So the drive is on for 
the strength of numbers in an or- 
ganic union of all churches to be 
called the “Holy Catholic Church,” 
which is also, according to the 
plan outlined by all the Methodist 
bishops in the United States, to 
include the Roman Catholic 
Church. All this amounts to a 
return to the Roman Catholic con- 
cept of church unity. It does not 
require a prophet to see that the 
consummation of such a move- 
ment will in all probability come 
when its leaders, who are already 
publicly confessing the grievous 
sin of their divisions, will in hu- 
mility confess the sin of their dis- 
unity and return to the Roman 
Catholic Church, “a sister Chris- 
tian communion,’ where, under 
the “holy father,” there shall be 
“one fold and one shepherd” in 
answer, as they believe, to Christ’s 
prayer of John 17. 

In this movement We have not 
only the end of Protestantism, but 
we are confronted with monopolis- 
tic tyrannies which even now are 
beginning to manifest them- 
selves. Mission doors are being 
closed through ecumenical influ- 
ences to those of us who do not 
submit to this false and destruc- 
tive idea of co-operation, 

Even Biblical phrases have be- 
come an offense to these ecu- 
menical planners. We have just 
been told (SworD OF THE LORD, 
Sept, 1, 1950) by the main speaker 
of the Baptist World Alliance that 
the phrases “saved by grace” and 
“the precious blood of Jesus’’ must 
be abandoned as the church adopts 
the new language of its children 
to express or reinterpret the faith. 
The very system which is destroy- 
ing the true nature of the church 
presumes to Call itself, in estab- 
lishing an entirely different order 
from that offered by Christ, “a 
new reformation.” The Bible calls 
it apostasy. The Apostle Paul said 
that in the last days perilous times 
would come, that men would have 
a form of godliness, denying the 
power thereof, adding, “From such 
turn away” (2 Tim. 3:1-5). He 
emphasizes to young Timothy: 
“Now the Spirit speaketh express- 
ly, that in the latter times some 
shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and doc- 
trines of devils” (1 Tim. 4:1). 

It is the disastrous effects of 
the inclusive modern church upon 
the whole world-wide Christian 
cause that explains in part the 
rise of our International Council 
of Christian Churches, It is of the 
very nature and genius of Prot- 
estant principles and liberty that 
there should be many churches in 
many lands. There is nothing 
wrong with this. It is not sin in 
itself to have these divisions. Our 
unity is spiritual, not organic. 
Each church must be loyal to its 
convictions to be genuinely Prot- 
estant. As a council of churches 
We come together to maintain our 
separate churches’ ‘identities — 
each in its own sovereignty and 
autonomy. Our oneness is in spirit 
and we come together to declare 
our oneness in faith and our con- 
cern for the preservation of the 
faith and of the true church in 


the midst of a twentieth century 


apostasy, We stand in the spirit 
of a Jeremiah, an Elijah, a Dan- 
iel, What happened in their days 
is happening in our day. God’s peo- 
ple must be alerted and warned. 
The banner of God’s truth must 
be lifted high. David cried when 
he saw Goliath, “Is there not a 
cause?” We are Protestant. We 
glory in our heritage. We protest 
in the spirit of our fathers. 


We protest the idea that, unless 
We embrace inclusive co-operation, 
we do not favor Christian co- 
operation. We protest the idea 
that in our zeal to preserve the 
faith from the multiplied attacks 
made upon it We are disturbing 
the unity of the body of Christ. 
We protest the presumptuous 
claims of the ecumenical move- 
ment to be the voice of the church 
and to speak for all Protestants 
before the United Nations and the 
world. 

We are a movement which we 
believe is of God. 

Our movement is a Twentieth 
Century Reformation, for it calls 
for a return to the true concept 
of the church and to the Bible as 
the Word of God, just as the six- 
teenth century Reformation did. 

Our movement is the true ecu- 
menical spirit, for it brings to- 
gether those of like precious faith 
from many evangelical denomina- 
tions from all parts of the world. 


Our movement is genuine Chris- 
tian co-operation among Christian 
churches, for it has no designs or 
dreamers who desire to make of 
it an instrument for the establish- 
ment of a super-world-church. 

Our movement is an expression 
of genuine Christian brotherhood, 
for it recognizes that our sonship 
in Christ has been made possible 
only by the miracle of the new 
birth. 

Our movement is a manifesta- 
tion of a heavenly fellowship, for 
‘if we walk in the light, as he is 
in the light, we have fellowship 
one with another, and the blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth 
us from all sin” (1 John 1:7). 

Our movement places truth 
above unity and co-operation, not 
unity and co-operation above 
truth, and there are no contradic- 
tions in its “unity.” 

Our movement recognizes the 
apostasy, feels the God-given re- 
sponsibility to expose it, and to 
deal with it, and we are not 
ashamed to do battle for the cause 
of truth, nor are We ashamed of 
those who in the conflict for 
Christ bear in their own body the 
scars and marks of the Lord Jesus. 
Paul said, “The Lord give mercy 
unto the house of Onesiphorus; 
for he oft refreshed me, and was 
not ashamed of my chain” (2 Tim. 
1:16). 

Our movement maintains the 
same position concerning the Ro- 
man Catholic apostasy held by the 
Reformers of the sixteenth cen- 
tury here in the City of Geneva. 

Our movement has faced 
squarely the nature of the ecu- 
menical movement and the World 
Council of Churches, and our very 
existence is a witness to the con- 
viction that we do not want that 
kind of council, and that we be- 
lieve that the International Coun- 
cil of Christian Churches can be 
a true fellowship of true Chris- 
tian churches standing in the 
great stream of historic Chris- 
tianity. 

Our movement believes. that 
God Almighty does not work by 
numbers, by might, or by power 
of men, but that he is pleased to 
use “the foolish things of the 
world to confound the wise; and 

. the weak things of the world 
to confound the things which are 
mighty.” 

Our movement believes. that 
God places His Word above His 
name and that them that honor 
Him He will honor. 

Our movement does not believe 
that the prayer of Jesus in John 
17 calls for organic union of all 
churches into one world church, 
but that the Una Sancta is a 
present reality which we enjoy 
in the blessing of the Holy Spirit. 

Our movement believes that 
“God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting 
life” (John 3:16). 

Our world is in confusion be- 
cause the church is in confusion. 
What men have done in the 
church, statesmen have tried to 
do in the world. Truth cannot be 
compromised, if it is to be pre-

had only six inches more to drop 
so as to reach the bottom unhurt. 
How often we dread letting go! 
But it is only when we have let 
go that we find peace and power. 

Let us then take the following 
steps, suggested by the saintly 
Andrew Murray: 

1. I believe that there is a 
Pentecostal blessing to be received 
—the anointing of the Holy Spirit, 
and the enduement with power. 

2. I believe it is for me! 

3. I have never received it; or, 
if I received it once, I have lost it. 

4.I long and desire to secure 
it at all cost; and am prepared to 
surrender whatever hinders. 

.. I do now humbly and thank- 
fully open my heart 'to receive all 
that I believe my Saviour is wait- 
ing to give; and even if there be 
no resulting emotion, I will still 
believe that I have received ac- 
cording to Mark 11:24. 

If there is any difficulty in mak- 
ing a full surrender (see step 4 
above), I suggest that if you are 
not willing to give up tthe key of 
some special door which you have 
hitherto kept closed against Christ, 
that you should tell Him you are 
willing to be made willing, and 
cast on Him the responsibility of 
dealing with that special difficulty. 
When dealing with your own case 
or the case of others, the one mat- 
ter that claims imperative ana 
primary consideration is the will. 
When that takes Christ’s side, 
you may trust Him to deal with 
every hindrance or sin; and He will.
